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Student Recalls 
Ukranian Yule

“God has sent a Savior to His 
people. Alleluia!” These joyous 
words of the Ukranian Christmas 
Mass summarize the gladness and 
rejoicing of a Ukranian Christ¬ 
mas. The ceremonies and words 
of the Ukranian Christmas Mass 
dwell more on the fact that God 
was made Man, and less on His 
humanity. This is because the 
church wishes to raise the people’s 
hearts to heaven and to enrich 
them. Therefore, there are not 
very frequent references to the 
manger and the cave during the 
Mass, as there are in the Latin 
Rite. Instead, more emphasis is 
placed on the Incarnation. 

On Christmas Eve, the Ukran¬ 
ian family takes part in a Holy 
Supper. This is the most revered 
time in Ukranian family life. Be¬ 
fore the supper, the father brings 
hay and straw into the house and 
covers the floor and table with it. 
This is a reminder that Christ was 
born in a stable. Then, the moth¬ 
er covers the table with a white 
cloth, which represents the swad¬ 
dling clothes. She puts bread and 
a candle on the table. The bread 
represents Christ. The candle rep¬ 
resents the Star of Bethlehem. 
The supper consists of twelve 
courses because there were twelve 
Apostles. It is begun with , a 
prayer, after which the father 
wishes everyone a merry Christ¬ 
mas and shares blessed bread with 
them. In the corner of the house 
there is a stack of wheat. This is a 
symbol of Ukraine. During the 
supper, everyone sings Christmas 
carols and carolers go from house 
to house carrying a star or a 
Christmas crib. From Christmas 
to the Feast of Christ’s Baptism, 
people greet each other with the 
words, “Christ is being born!” 
and the answer is “Praise Him!” 
Today, when Ukranians celebrate 
Christmas, one prayer is foremost 
in their hearts, and that is that 
God may allow the Ukranian fa¬ 
mily to be reunited and to cele¬ 
brate Christmas in a free Ukraine.

Students Show Scientific Ability 
In Saturday Research Groups 

On Saturday mornings in the fourth floor Biology lab, the Diocesan 
Science Research Group holds its meeting. The 20 high school Juniors 
and Seniors come from various Catholic schools in Brooklyn and 
Queens. Moderated by Sister Leo Francis, the members of this group 
engage in isolating paramecia for graduate students at St. John’s 
University. In addition to this, each student selects a scientific prob¬ 
lem and concentrates his attention on solving it. At the end of the 
program in the spring each student delivers a paper as an official 
report of his year’s work. 



This group, formerly held at St. John’s, uses much of the scientific 
equipment from the University. The ultimate aim of the program is 
to acquaint future science majors with lab techniques, seminars, 
lectures and individual research. The students are taught to collabor¬ 
ate on problems and pool personal findings in advancing the group’s 
work. 

The sessions usually last 2j/<> 
hours and students can be found 
working in the Biology Prep 
Room, Biology Lab and Chem 
Lab. The distribution of the time 
is left to their own discretion and 
the requirements of their individ¬ 
ual projects. Thus the research 
group, differing from the single 
lab period in a high school course, 
presents a more mature approach 
in the pursuit of scientific knowl¬
